Washington, Dec. 20.— During the 
executive session of the senate on Satur- 
day tli o conference report upon the bill 
providing relief for the Klondyke miners 
w is received /and adopted. Tho bill 
appropriates $200,000 to be expended 
under tho secretary of war for the pur- 
c'nase of supplies for the relief of the 
people in the Yukon River country or 
tho mining regions of Alaska, and for 
the transporting and distributing of euch 
Hiipiiliee, provided that if tho consent of 
the Canadian government be obtained 
the secretary of war may send relief 
iato Canadian territory. The resolution 
further providos that the supplies may 
be sold in the region as such price as 
may be lixed by the secretary of war, or 
donated to those who are unable to pay 
for tham. The eecretarv of war is 
authorized to use the United States 
army in carrying into effect the provis- 
ions of tho act, and to import reindeer 
and reindeer drivers for the transport- 
ing of supplies and to adopt such other 
provisions as are practicable. 

Secretary Alger is giving much study- 
to the getting in supplies to the miners 
in the Yukon country, and lias decided 
to ask bids for the delivery of storeB 
directly at Dyea, Skagway or Chilkat, 
Secretary Alger's estimate now is that 
no lees than 3,00,000 ( ?J pounds of food- 
stuffs will be required for the expedition. 
It is estimated tout a reindeer cannot be 
guide J safely with more than 3CJ pounds, 
so that no less than 1,000 of thete ani- 
mals would bo required as a pack train 
if they were the sole reliance. It will be 
necessary to obtain a permit from tlie 
Canadian government for a military ex- 
pt Jition to pass and also to secure a re- 
mission of duties on the supplies that 
are to be carried in, and General Alger 
may go to Ottawa to secure it. 

It is probable that Captain David 
Lirainard of the subsistence department 
of the army will be placed in charge of 
the relief party. Capt. Braiuard, ac- 
companied General Greeley on his Arctic 
explorations and it was largely owing to 
Die heroism that a small remnant of the 
party wbb enabled to prolong life until 
succor arrived. Brainard also hold the 
honor until Nansen's feat, of having 
made the point larthest North ever 
reached. 

Toronto, Dec. 20.— (Special)— The C. 
F'.R. has arranged for tne shipment of 
three cars of dogs to the Klondyke to 
transport provisions. Some are from 
Labrador; others from Belgium.

The rescue cruise of the Dominion 
steamer Quadra, undertaken, as su«h 
expeditions should be without p. mo- 
ment's delay upon receipt of the news of 
the Cleveland's distress, has already jus 
tilled in results the prompt action taken. 
On board tho cutter, and recovering aB 
quickly as might bo expected from their 
awful sufferings of the paBt week, are 
thirteen of those who sailed from San 
Francisco on the Cleveland, and who 
formed tho crows of the First aud Third 
Ollicers' boatB when the order to abandon 
ship waj given. 

Third Oflicor Melvin aud his com- 
panions were first recovered, a message 
from Rev. Father Brabant being received 
by the Quadra while she wusat Euclue- 
let, informing Captain Walbran that 
thiB boat's crew had reached Hesquoit, 
where they were taken onboard the gov- 
ernment Btoamor on Friday last. First 
Ollicer Dnrfec and his men were picked 
up the following day, at Rafael Point, 
litteeu miles distant, aud the complete 
list of the survivors in these two boats is 
now given as hereunder: 
S 15. Durfee, first officer, 
Harry Melvin, third ollicer. 
H. P. O'Neill, tirst assistant engineer. 
K. Thomas, second assistant engineer. 
Itobert Isbister, carpenter.

WHITBECK TELLS THE STORY. 

Of the Finding of the Missing Men and the 
Present Condition of the Steamer. 

Iii a telegram to a member of tho 
Colonist staff on Sunday evening, Pur- 
ser. I. W. Whitbeck gives the following 
account of the rescue of tlie two recov- 
ered boats, and the present condition of 
the vessel. His despatch was sent from 
Alberni to which place the Quadra had 
returned in order to secure medical aid 
for the diBtreBsed seamen : 

" There is rejoicing, tempered with 
sadness, on board the Quadra — rejoicing, 
because thirteen of our ship's family 
have been given back by the sea ; Bad- 
ness, because eight r,f those who, with 
us, sailed from San Francisco two weekB 
ago are lost beyond further hope. 

" Leaving the scene of tho wreck at 
noon on Friday, the Quadra, later in tho 
same day, found the third oflicer's boat 
at Hesquoit— with Harry Melvin and 
his companions well cared for and fast 
recovering thoir strength at the homo 
of the good priest, Father Brabant. They 
are Harry Melvin, Second Assistant 
Engineer Thomas, Seaman Peter Marin,

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European Capital Agitated Over the 
Keported Covetous Designs 
of Several Powers. 



The British Fleet to Take Up Win- 
ter Quarteis Near the Centre 
of Activity. 



London, Dec. 21.— The officials of the 
Chinese embassy here do not share in 
the belief that the powers are intending 
to seize Chinese ports, and they dis- 
credit the report that Great Britain has 
been requested to assunao a protectorate 
over the Yang Tse valley and the West 
river, saving tney have no information 
on the subject, and would know if the 
rumor was true. 

Sir Halliday Macartney, the English 
secretary of the Chinese embassy, was 
asked to-day if Russia's possession of 
Port Arthur would be temporary, and 
he replied that this plea was usually 
made a pretext for occupation. 

A despatch to the Daily Mail from 
Shanghai sayB the report that Russia 
has seized Port Arthur is entirely un- 
true. 

Yokohama, Dec. 20.— RtiBsia lias noti- 
fied Japan of the temporary occupation 
of Port Arthur and a largo Japanese 
equadaon has left Nagasaki. 

The Paris correspondent of the Co- 
logne Gazette had tolegraphed his paper 
that the alleged Russian occupation of 
Port Arthur wan connected with the visit 
there of the British ship Daphne a week 
ago, when, in spite of the protests of the 
Chinese, the Daphne entered the inner 
harbor ostensibly to ascertain whether 
Russian ships were there. China com- 
plained of the incident to the represen- 
tatives of the powers in Pekin. 

An unconfirmed report is current here 
that part of the British far eastern 
squadron will be stationed at Wei-Hai- 
Wei this winter. If true this indicates 
that Great Britain is working with Ja- 
pan. The latter still occupies Wei-Hai- 
wei pending the payment of the Chi- 
nese indemnity. 

The evening newspapers are much 
disturbed over the situation. "What 
do we get? " is tiie burden of their com- 
plaint. They all insist on the necessity 
of immediate action. 

The Globe says: " Russin and Ger- 
many now have the two most important 
strategical positions in Northern China, 
and Great Britain, whose commercial 
iutereBtB are greater, must lie content 
with the crumbs from St. Petersburg 
and Berlin tables," 

The Pall Mail Gazette, in reply to the 
Standard's inquiry ns to America's atti- 
tude, remarks : " Kvery naval state in 
the world is concerned in the disturbance 
of the equilibrium in the far East. Great 
Britain, France and Japan especially, 
but the I'nited States cannot be treated 
as a quantity and be ignored. The tame 
acquiescence with these seizures is not 
worthy our past and fatal to our future. 
We may remark, we shall not be with- 
out sympathizers, as the Japanese will 
most joyfully back any scheme to re- 
dress to bitter humiliation they sull'ered 
at the hands of Russia." 

Berlin, Dec. 20. — The rumor' is cur- 
rent the British East Asiatic squadron 
haB been ordered to sail for Quel phert 
island, at the entrance of the Yellow 
sea, presumably to occupy it. The tone 
of the German press is favorable to some 
Euch action on the part of GresU Brit- 
ain — Quelphert island, which is sixty 
miles sooth of Korea and has been used 
as a penal settlement, being subordinate 
to Korea. 



BEFORE THE PRESIDENT. 

The Sealing Bill Receiving His Attention 
and Likely to Become Law. 

Washington, Dec. 20. — General John 
W. Foster had a brief interview with 
the President concerning the pelagic 
sealing bill. KepreEentative Johnson, 
of North Dakota, urged the President 
not to sign the sealing bill, maintaining 
that aa diplomatic negotiations between 
the I'nited States and Canada with ref- 
erence to the sealing controversy had 
been practically terminated, the bill 
would avail nothing in furthering the 
negotiations and would be an injustice 
to the scalers of the United States. 1 he 
President gave no expression of his in- 
tentions, but it is expected that he will 
sign the bill in a few days. 

CUBAN OFFICERS STUBBORN. 

Encouraged by Spain's Oiler of Autonomy 
I hey ^t.-ind for Absolute In- 
dependence, 

New York, Dec. 20. — Copies of the 
statement signed by the officers of the 
Fourth Army carpa of the Cuban army, 
operating in the department of the Las 
Villas, renewing allegiance to the Cuban 
cause and forswearing autonomy, were 
received in this city to-day. This action 
by the officers of the LaB Villas depart- 
ment makes the opposition to autonomy 
practically unanimous among the Cuban 
officers. 

The statement says in part: " Wo are 
convinced that the promulgation of re- 
'ortna is a weakness on the part of Spain, 
nnd in itself a triumph for our arms. 
Our lighting attitude will remain just as 
it i j to-day until our country is made 
free. We will accept no other settlement 
than that based upon absolute inde- 
pendence, which must be agreed with 
our government and the assembly of 
representatives." 

Mr. Odium Returning. 

Winnipeg, Dec. 20.— (Special)— Prof. 
E. Odium, agent for the British Colum- 
bia government in Great Britain, was in 
the city to-dnv on his way West. He 
says that people generally over there are 
beginning to he awakened to the vast 
r»sonrc«8 and splondid possibilities of 
Western Canada. 

French Paper Suspends. 

Montreal, Dec. 20.— (Special)— La 
M'uerve, R French morning newspaper, 
which has been published continuously 
for 44 years, has suspended publication 
on account of lac k offunda.

MOKE POLICE FOR YUKON. 

Two Hundred and Fifty to Be Stationed 
There— A Preference for Good Can- 
adian Whiskey. • 

Tokonto, Dec. 20.— (Special) — The 
Globe prints a letter from Dufferln Pa- 
tullo, secretary to Major Walsh, dis- 
patched from White Rapids on Novem- 
ber 8. The letter gives details of the 
trip from Bennett, and also announces 
two regulations by Major Walsh—one 
that no man will be allowed to paBB the 
Tagish post without full Bix months' 
provisions, which will in all probabity 
Bave many lives ; the second is an in- 
crease of the duty on whiskey from 50 
cents to $2 per gallon, the liquor to be 
brought in only in bulk, in case Or in 
barrel, and only the best standard Can- 
adian brands to be allowed to nass at all. 

The Globe announces that the force of 
police in the Yukon will be increased from 
90 to 250, of which 100 will be Btatioued 
at Dawson, the balance at Selkirk, Tag- 
ish , the Dalton trail and one or two other 
points. The first detachment of thirty 
will bo sent up at New Year's, the others 
following rapidly thereafter. Fifty dogs 
will also be Bent up, making loO in nil 
which the government will then have in 
the Yukon. The additional police will 
be taken largely from the Regina dis- 
trict. It is hinted that the police may 
bo withdrawn altogether from Regina, 
and the military Bystem extended to 
meet the situation. 



MAIL FOR THE YUKON. 

A Trip Via the Stickeen to Be Made Short- 
ly-Requested Aid for Wagon Road. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Dec. 20.— The Postmaster 
General has authorized a trip to be 
made with mail matter from Victoria to 
several places on the Stickeen route, a9 
far north from Port Wrangel or Lake 
Teslin. The carrier will leave Victoria 
about January 5, and the mail will be 
confined to letters, the nature of route 
precluding the conveyance of bulky 
matter. 

J. T. Bethune, of Victoria, is here see- 
ing the government with a view to get- 
ting assistance for the Klondyke Mining 
Trading and Transportation Company to 
build a wagon road by the Stickeen 
route to the Yukon. 



EXPORT OF LOGS FORBIDDEN. 

Ontario's Important Decision With Respect 
to Crown Timber Limits. 

Toronto, Dec. 20.-(Special)— Un- 
doubtedly the leading event of to-day 
in Eastern Canada was the announce- 
ment this afternoon in the Ontario legis- 
lature by commissioner of crown lands 
Gibson, of the new policy of the pro- 
vincial government with reference to 
timber limits. 

The government has yielded to the 
pressure of the large majority of lumber- 
men and of overwhelming public opin- 
ion, and has decided to put what will be 
termed a manufacturing clause in the 
timber regulations, the effect of which 
will be to compel the sawing within the 
province of all logs taken from crown 
timber lands. This legislation will cer- 
tainly cause considerable comment in 
the United States and probably some 
excitement. 



CANADIAN POSTAL NOTES. 

A New System to Replace the Post Office 
Money Orders. 

(From Our Owu Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Dec. 20.— The postmaster- 
general has decided to adopt the system 
of issuing postal notes which haB been in 
existence in Great Britain for some years, 
and it will go into effect cn the 1st of 
July. Paper notes about the size of a 
bank bill will be printed of the follow- 
ing denominations : 20, 25, 80, 40, 50, (10, 
70, SO and 00 cents ; $1, $1.60, $2, $2.50, 
$3, .fl and $5. The cost of obtaining 
these notes will be 1 cent each no to 
40 cents, 2 cents between that figure and 
$2.50, and 3 cents each for all above that, 
The postal notes will replace poot otlice 
money orders for the transmission of nil 
small Piims through the post. It is ex- 
pected that the rate fixed will give small 
profits.

HOCK TAW'S TRIAL. 

He Has to Defend Himself From the Charge 
of Forging Yee Gee's Name. 

The Speedy trial of Hock Taw, who is ac- 
cused ot forging the name of Yee Geo, an- 
other Chinaman too couple of letters sup- 
posed to have been picked up on the King- 
ston wharf here began yesterday before 
Mr. Justice Drake. The case has attracted 
unusual attention on tho Washington side 
of the line as the letters intimated that 
there was extensive smuggling of China- 
men from British Columbia across tho 
.Sound and connected the name of Mr. J. C. 
Saunders, formerly collector of customs at 
Port Townsend with the scheme. Yee Gee 
who was interpreter for the customs at 
Townsend repudiated the letters as forger- 
ies and Hock Taw is now standing 
his trial on the accusation. The 
Crown was represented by Mr. A. G.Smith, 
deputy attorney-general, and Mr. George 
K. Powell; while Mr. 'J horn ton Fell and 
Mr. H. C). Hall appeared for the defence. 

The opening portion of the evidence was 
largely like that given at the preliminary 
hearing, and was not particularly sensa- 
tional. 

After Yee Gee had sworn that the letters 
were forgeries, Mr. [t. W.Jennings, a mem- 
ber of the Port Townsend bar, was called to 
show that, according to the United States 
law, the letters insinuated a very grave 
criminal charge against Mr. Saunders' 
character. Mr. J. C. Saunders came 
next, to show that he had buttered in his 
feelings and in his business by the insinu- 
ations in the alleged forgeries, and that in 
consequence of the letters there had been a 
small run on the Commercial bank of Port 
Townsend of which he whs president. 

See Dor and a couple of other Chinamen 
were called to produce letters which they 
had seen Hock* Taw write; and then him 
Gee Wong was put in the box as an expert 
to prove that these genuine letters were 
written by the same hand as were the 
forged ones. The case goes on again this 
morning.

FARMERS' INSTITUTES. 

A Great Denl of Interest Taken in tlie Meet- 
ings by Up-Country Farmers- 
Richmond Organizes. 

Mr. .1. ('. Anderson, accompanied by Mr. 
PiUerson, has returned from tho Mainland 
and reports that the programme of meet- 
ings arranged for the upper country and 
lower Fraser have been completed success- 
fully, with the exception ol Maple liidgo, 
which in ennseq uence of delay in the train 
service could not be reached in time, and it 
was therefore arranged to bold meetings at 
Port Haiiey and Hammond, on dates to be 
arranged Inter. 

Meetings were held at Ham loops, Salmon 
Arm, Kxdowna, Armstrong, Enderby and 
Agassiz, hut that advertised for Vernon 
failed for lack of at tendance. This was 
compensated lor, however, by the excep- 
tionally good meetings at the other points 
in the Institute district of Oknnagan, that 
at Armstrong being the largest yet held. 
The utmost enthusiasm prevailed, and it is 
everywhere conceded that the tanners' in- 
stitute act is a wise pieceof legislation, and 
if the farmers choose toavail themselves of 
its provisions it cannot but result greatly 
to their benefit. 

Secretaries, pro tern, were appointed in 
all the institute districts to perforin the 
preliminary duties us provided by the act, 
and secretaries were appointed at all the 
meetings to co-operate with them, It is 
therefoie expected that petitions will shortly 
be in from all the districts fur the forma- 
tion of institutes, after which the organiza- 
tion of the central institute will lie pro- 
ceeded with. 

The organization of tin- Richmond Insti- 
tute took place on Saturday last and was 
attended by a fair number of representa- 
tive farmers of the institute district of 
Richmond and by Mr. J. It. Anderson, 
superintendent of institutes, and Mr. Thus. 
Cunningham, of Vancouver. 

Mr. Anderson pointed out that inasmuch 
as the act provided that the annual meet- 
ings of institutes shall be held in the month 
of January when the otlicers tor the ensu- 
ing vear "shall be elected; the ollicers 
which might be elected at this meeting 
could only hold otlice until the annual 
meeting and it might therefore be consid- 
ered expedient to postpone the meeting 
until January when one election would 
suffice. He however left it in the hands of 
the meeting to decide. 

Mr. Thomas Ividd, M I'. 1'., was then ap- 
pointed chairman, and Mr. McHrulo secre- 
tary, and after the opening remarks of the 
chairman and a discussion, in which many 
of those present took part, it was decided 
that it would he m the best interests ot the 
Institute that the organization should be 
proceeded with forthwith and ihe following 
ollicers were thereupon elected to act until 
the annual meeting: 

President, Captain Stewart, Sea Island ; 
vice-president, Mr. Thomas New, South 
Vancouver; secretary-treasurer, Mr. Robert 
McBride, Sea Island; directors, Mr. John 
Dinsiaoru ami Mr. James Thompson, Rich- 
mond. 

The meeting was then addressed by the 
newlv elected otlicers and other members, 
and by requesl by Mr. Thomas Cunning- 
ham. The meeting adjourned, subject to 
the call of the officers us provided by the 
act . 

Further meetings arc arranged for Cedar 
at the agricultural hull on Monday, Janu- 
ary 3, at 8 p. m. ; Nanoose, al the l'ursville 
school house, on Tuesday, January 4, al 
p.m., and Albem i, on Wednceday, January 
5, at 7 t) in.

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MR. KELLIE' S ACTION. 

Naturally our opposition friends are 
taking a Rood ileal of comfort out of ilr. 
Kellio's action in regard to the local gov- 
ernment. On the principle that one 
should be thankful for even Bmall mer- 
cies, gratitude is quite appropriate under 
the circumstances. Mr, Kullie's letter 
would, however, bo a lot more interest- 
ing if ho had prefaced it with a short 
sketch of his political career, which hua 
been of an unusually variegated charac- 
ter, lie entered the local house aa an 
independent and showed his qualifica- 
tions for that line of politics by promptly 
going over to the opposition, and, as 
every one will recall, by assailing Hon, 
John llobson, the premier, with a good 
deal of needless violence. Afterwards 
ho made a further exhibition of his in- 
dependent qualities by going over to the 
government side of the house. During 
the Davie administration ho was an un- 
certain factor. He always had a One 
assortment of difficulties on hand, and 
either was in hot water himself con- 
stantly or trying to get some one else 
there. Later he grew weary of this 
and became a very steady supporter 
of Hon. Mr. Turner. Hut his 
restlessness again asserted itself, 
and during the session of 1897 we 
find him as a sort of Mohammed's collin, 
hovering between the heaven of the 
government rankB and the earth of op- 
position, He has now got fairly down 
to the latter, where it is to he presumed 
he will remain for a time at leaBt. All 
this is doubtlesB creditable to Mr. Kel- 
lie'e independence of mind. If he 
chooses to look at it that way, we have 
no serious objections. Wo think the 
record worthy of notice only because it 
appears to take the most of the ginger 
out of hia late action. Like the heavenly 
bodies, Mr. Kellie movea in a political 
orbit of his own, and he is to he looked 
for in certain signs of the Zodiac at cer- 
tain seasons. Just now ho ia due in the 
sign Semlin; where he will be found 
later, deponent saith not. 

Mr. Kellio was quite belligerent last 
Bession. Ho sent the government a sort 
of ultimatum in re appropriations, but 
on second thoughts concluded not to 
press his caEe a Voutrance, and after that 
he kept his place in the government 
ranks. The cause he givea for hia 
recent action is the failure of If on. Mr. 
Turner to consult him about an 
appointment. We note that he does not 
question the wisdom of the appoint- 
ment. As we said the other day, this ia 
the excuse, not the reason, for his 
action. He has been talking opposition 
all summer, for, like some other people, 
he thought it the correct thing to du so. 
He found himself forced to define his 
position, and he has seized upon the 
tirsc handy excuse for declaring himself 
opposed to those with whom he has re- 
cently and temporarily worked in har- 
mony. We trust that he will And him- 
self quite comfortable with his new 
associates during the brief time that his 
political revolution keeps him in Buch 
company. 



THAT RELIEF EXPEDITION. 

The United States government pro- 
poses to send three million pounds of pro- 
visions into the Yukon country and is 
gjing to use reindeer as a means of 
transportation. It is stated that a rein- 
deer can carry 300 pounds. Now let ua 
make a little calculation. At ,'100 pounds 
to the reindeer it will take 1U,U01) rein- 
deer to carry the 3,000,000 pounds. Ten 
thousand reindeer are quite a cavalcade. 
We are told they are to come from Lap- 
land. At 500 reindeer to the ship, it 
will take 20 Bhipa to carry these amia- 
ble beaste, and we venture to any that 
000 of them with their fodder for bo long 
a sea journey will be a very fair loud fur 
u ay available ship. How long it will 
take to got the 10,000 reindeer together 
we can only guess. Of course if several 
tripB could bo mado across the country 
fewer animals would do, but thero ia not 
time enough to get the deer out from 
Lapland and make a aeries of 1,200 miles 
excursions beloro the snow goes off. If 
wo suppose that each reindeer can 
make two trips, there would still be 
5,000 of the animals needed. If 
eacli could make the utterly Impossible 
number of five trips, still 2,000 of them 
would lie called for, instead of 1,000 aa 
Secretary Alger estimates. Now, toindeer 
must oat and they must have attend- 
ants. Wo do not protend to know what 
they ieed on, but wo venture to ;:ucsb 
that llioy would not bo able to pick 
much up on the way. They would also 
requite many attendants. How many 



we do not know, hut of thia we are cer- 
tain, that when it cornea to talking of 
transporting. "3,000,000 poundaof lood GOO 
miles by reindeers, each reindeer to car- 
ry 800 pounds, there will be mighty lit- 
tle left of the 3,000,000 pounds at the 
end of the journey, after tho animalB 
and their attendants have had enough to 
eat. 

We are inclined to think that the 
wholo relief expedition is something in 
thenature of a collossal advertisement. 
It looks like a very smart thing for con- 
gress to undertake tho relief of a lot of 
people, tho moat of whom are not in 
United Statea territory and of whose 
needs there ia very considerable doubt 
anyway. It looka like an effort to con- 
vince the world that Canuda is not. in a 
position to look after the wants of her 
own people, and wo hope that 
the Dominion government will de- 
cline to be a party to any Buch ab- 
surd proposition. If it is necessary 
to get supplies in to relieve tho wtyitB of 
the people of Dawson City, and the Ca- 
nadian government wants the thing 
djue, it can be done without any appro- 
priation from congress or without send- 
ing to Lapland after a lot of reindeer. 
The anxiety of the United States govern- 
ment to send an armed force through 
the Northwest territory at this particu- 
lar juncture is worthy of remark. Thero 
ia no occasion for any troops there, so 
far as tho public knows. Doubtless 
Alaska is not properly policed; but it 
will do no very great harm to permit tho 
United States government to wuit until 
next summer, when it can aend soldiers 
up Lhe Yukon river. If thero was the 
least probability that auch an expedition 
as is proposed would amount to anything 
excepta huge fraud, wo would not speak 
of it in this way, 

AMERICAN OUTFITS. 

We find in the San Francisco Exam- 
iner a half-page devoted to showing the 
ell'ect of the Dingley tariff upon the 
price of some of the commoner articles 
of commerce, and the facta bear very 
strongly upon the outfitting trade. The 
Bpecial point made is the advance in the 
price of woollens. The substance of the 
review of tho situation is that when 
the full effect of the tariff has been felt, 
the price of goods into the composition 
of which wool largely enters will advance 
from -10 to 50 per cent, upon tho prices 
of last year. The retailers consulted by 
the Examiner all apeak of the advance 
in prices and say it has already begun 
One firm says: "There ia a general in- 
crease in the price of all woollen goods." 
They explain that the only reason why 
the price has not gono up more Jhan it 
has is that the old stocks bought under 
the last tariff have not been exhausted 
Another house reports a 20 per cent, rise 
in flannels and a similar rise in all lines 
of woollen underwear. One of the largest 
clothing houses reports a 50 per cent 
rise in woollen clotheB and as ranch as 
100 per cent, in certain lines. Blankets 
that sold for 10 centB a pound now sell 
for 00 cents; while knit goods have ad- 
vanced from 25 to 80 per cent, The 
effect of this upon the trade of United 
States cities with the North must be 
very injurious. In point of fuct there 
never was the least sense in any one 
buying his woollens in the United States 
under any circumstances, but now it 
would be the act of only of a person who 
was either very ill-informed or most 
stupidly prejudiced, 

THE OBSTRUCTION AT DYE A. 

The people of Victoria to a man will 
unite in demanding that the custom 
houee be removed irom Tagiah lake to 
Teslin lake, unless arrangements can be 
made whereby Canadian outfitB can be 
taken across the narrow strip of Cnmi 
diun territory without heavy charges be- 
ing incurred. This is not due to any 
hostile feeling in this city against our 
neighbors, but simply for the purpose ol 
meeting them in their own game. Our 
people would prefer to see all the avenues 
of communication kept open, but if they 
are to be met at Dyea by obstacles, 
which though within the letter of the 
law, are practically prohibitive, they be- 
lieve Canada should assert her rights of 
sovereignty and declare that no goods 
shall enter the Yukon over the pauses. 
The people here feel that the unreason- 
able action of the sub-collector at Dyea 
is not authorized by the United States 
Treasury directly, but is the reflection of 
l'uget Sound rivalry, It is, however, as 
Indefensible as though it had executive 
sanction. 



Tui.vos are looking a little squally in 
eastern Asia, and there appears to be a 
conconsus of opinion in London that 
Germany and Russia are acting together.

Henderson 
as secretaiy, Lev. Mr Winchester ex- 
plained his ideas on the subject of looking 
after neglected children. Neglecting the 
young ha I a bad eil'eet on the body politic, 
and, vice versa, any movement which took 
luckless youngsters from the streets and 
placed them in a bi tter environment, so 
that they would grow up good and useful 
citizens, was a useful work which concern- 
ed not only private individuals, but de- 
manded the attention of the city or the 
state. In fact as Mr. Winchester said, 

"If some of those here had not had the 
advantage of a good environment they 
might be breaking stone now for the pub- 
lic good." 

The movement was not sectional or sec 
turian. He pioposed that a children's 
protection society should be organized aim- 
ing to aid boys under IS and girls under 1(1 
who were drifting towards vagrancy or 
crime, and to direct, them into right ways. 

Lieutenant-Governor Mclnnes, Archdea- 
con Scriven, who was present on behalf of 
Bishop Benin, Bpoke in commendation of 
the scheme and it was decided to form a 
general committee to consider the scheme 
and report at a future meeting and also to 
prepare a Christinas treat for the children. 
This committee was composed of: 1 ieut.- 
Governor Mclnnes. Dr. (■. L. Milne, Rev.

"These men, after a terrible battle 
with the wind and eoa, the agonies of 
which no pen can picture, reached Ilea 
quoit on Sunday, December 12 — the 
third day after the wreck. We received 
them on board the Quadra, and con- 
tinued the search for the othera of the 
lost. 

"The Indiana had heard that there 
was a fire on the beach and a broken 
boat at Rafael Point, iifteon milea or so 
away, and tbither the cutter went at 
once, although the sea was still danger 
ously high and a bad surf running. 

"The Indiana' report proved, happily, 
a true one, for on the morning of Wed- 
nesday, the 15th, boat No. 2, in charge 
of First Officer Durfee, bad come ashore 
and Durfee and his companions dragged 
themselves up on the rocks, where they 
lay exhausted. With the first oflicer 
were Assistant Engineer R. P. O'Neill, 
Carpenter Robert Isbister, Seamen Mc- 
Ooll and Falkner; David Crawley, the 
lireman; and Win, Dietrick, the Los An 
geles passenger. 

"Poor George Carillo, the second 
steward, died of exposure in a dementia 
induced by the intense strain, Buffering, 
cold and hunger. Jlis body was sorrow 
fully slipped into the sea on Wednesday, 
the 15th. 

" Captain Wal bran, of the Quadra, is 
untiring in his efforts and persistent in 
Ins determination to recover Second Ofli 
cer Henderson's boat and its occupants, 
but 1 greatly fear hia labors will be in 
vain. 

" Some of the rescued men in boat i 
2 are still Buffering severely from their 
long exposure, but the officers of the 
Quadra have extended such unreserved 
hospitality that under the circumstances 
they could be no more comfortable if 
they were at home. 

" The crew of ship's boat N'o. 1, in cha 
of Harry Mel vin, were made con,fortnble 
by Father Brabant, who not only looked 
alter their welfare, but caused the Indians 
to scour the country in all directions in 
search of the still missing bout and its 
crew. The Quadra, while this search con 
tinues, has returned to Alberni in order 
that the sufferers may ho given proper 
medical attention. 

" The Cleveland still lies in an easy 
position, and should no heavy weather set 
in, can yet be saved. Her cargo with the 
exception of the barrelled stulf and canned 
goods is a total and complete loss, not 
worth removing. Some of the fixtures, the 
personal effects of the crew, and a little of 
the cargo have been recovered by the 
Quadra, and a further search is being con- 
ducted in every Indian camp in the vicinity 
under the personal direction of Captain 
Walbran. 

" Captain Hall and such of his oflicera as 
are able to work, will stand by the sbij 
until she is either Moated or finally aban- 
doned. The divers are now at work and 
have as yet found no damage to cause fear 
of her ultimate salvation.

CAPTAIN IKVINU ABANDONS !IIOPE 

Henderson's Party, He Says, Is Undoubted- 
Lost— The Story of the Battle 
For Life. 

Captain John Irving, M.P.P.. manager of 
the U. 1'. N. Co., who accompanied the 
Quadra to the scene of the wreck, confirms 
in a wire the good news of the rescue, and 
adds : 

" The third otlicer's boat was found at 
Hesquoit, which place they reached after 
being two days in the boat, hut ill-pro- 
visioned owing to the loss overboard of a 
portion of their supplies, and with no shel- 
ter from t he tempestuous elements. The 
chief otlicer's boat, with seven men, was 
picked up at Rafael point, just eastward of 
Sydney inlet. They had been five days in 
the boat, enduring m tint time all the 
miseries falling to the share id' their com- 
rades. The second otlicer's boat is un- 
doubtedly lost. 

" The Quadra, did not go further west as 
it would huve been useless to do so. Some 
of the survivor's are very much used up, 
and the Quadra in consequence canio up to 
Alberni to enable them to obtain medical 
treatment. line of the steward's men, 
Carillo by name, died in the first otlicer's 
bout. 

" Several Indians have been arrested tor 
looting, and the policy of the authorities in 
this direction cannot but have a most ben- 
elicial effect upon all the tribes along the

were tossed here like a discarded plaything, 
the sailors lay like dead men on the rocky 
beach. Two of the men had broken limbs 
which could not be set ; lire was unobtain- 
able; nor any food savt the mussels, which 
they dragged' themselves up the rocks anil 
hungrily devoured. Finally Indians came, 
built a lire, dried their clothes, and gave 
them food— caring for them with n solici- 
tude in strong contrast with the conduct of 
their Barclay Sound neighbors. 

Melvin's run for Hesquoit was shorter, 
and iess agonizing perhaps in consequence, 
although he and his men had no provisi- 
ons, their biscuits having been lost over- 
board at Alpha Passage. They were ex- 
ceptional'y fortunate in their landing, and 
were given the best of care and attention 
by the resident priest, who also combines 
a limited knowledge ni medicine and 
simple surgery with his spiritual ministra- 
tions. 

When the survivors of both parties were 
received on board the Quadra, four were in 
great pain and absolute danger with indi- 
cations of blood poisoning, which made 
experienced medical attention impera- 
tive, five were unable to walk, 
and it was for a time feared that their lives 
would be sacrificed. They are now, how- 
ever, doing well, and a full and ratisfactory 
recovery is anticipated as soon as they 
shall have been removed to the hospital in 
this city. 

The action of Rev. Father Brabant in 
personally caring for the injured and in 
instituting search for Henderson's boat all 
along the Const, as well as his thotightful- 
ness and skill m sending the message to 
Euclulet that brought the Quadra up from 
that point, make him the hero of the day 
and hour. 



HOW THE BOATS DRIFTED 



In Absolute Ignorance of Their Position, 
Along the Very Worst Section of 
the Isl ind Coast. 

'fhe course of the boats from the time of 
leaving Starlight reef until one of them 
landed at Rafael point and the other at 
Hesquoit harbor, is one of the worst know n 
lo I'ucilic ocean mariners. 

It must be remembered that, the three 
bouts left the Cleveland ol!' Shelter island, 
near Starlight reef, at. eight o'clock a.m. 
The coastline here is nothing but rock.-, and 
reefs with dangerous currents. A landing 
along the coast at any point even under 
the most favorable circumstances would be 
fraught with the greatest ttilliculty. 

Carried along by the gale, the boats con- 
tinued up the coast looking h ir a favr rablc 
ce to land, Had they known the coast, 
the boats could without much dilHculty 
e land-d at Point Cox. twenty miles 
north of wh. re the steamer w as left, as im- 
liately oebind this cove a good landing 
place as False Day would have afforded the 

['ailing through itrno ranee of t heir wbere- 
bouts and of the locality, the boats still 
riving before the gale, missed another e.\ 
ellen opportunity for landing at a plac 
ailed Schooner Cove fhe appearance ( 
the coast at ibis point is not eneouragin

A PROVIDENTIAL LANDING. 

Had the Third Officer's Boat Not Made 
Hesquoit Its fate Would Have 
Been Sealed. 

Had the crew which reached Hesquoit 
not been successful in landing there they in 
all probability would never have been beard 
of more. Their direct course from Hes- 
quoit would have taken thoin to Eastern 
I'oint, which la characterized by mariners 



as the most danger 
coastline. No sum 
passed the point in rot 
was at the tune prevailing. 

At Hesquoit Harbor, where the third otli- 
cer's boat was successful in making a land- 
ing, shelter and food were obtainable wil b- 
out ditlicully, as a mission station of the 
ltoinnn Catholic church is established, 
there, especially well equipped for tin' as- 
sistance of any distressed seamen who iu-y 
lie carried thither. At Kafael point, how- 
ever, the castaways could not fare so well, 
as the place is desolate in the extreme, af- 
fording very little shelter, while the nearest 
inhabitants live six miles away from where 
the landing was effected, at a small native 
village. 

To reach Ibis refuge it is possible to go 
!>7 land across the Island, bill it is an ugly 
trip, and in moderately calm weather, ihe 
water trip to reach the village would be 
inlinitely preferable. 

fhe voyage of the boat which .successful- 
ly reached Hesquoit is considered by coast 
sailors as simple marvellous. For two 
weeks gale after gale has devastated the 
coast, and that a small boat driving before 
a tierce gab could pass tile numerous reefs 
which are not absent from any part of the 
coast, for a distance ol i >ver lii't y miles, and 
finally elfecl a safe landing at a bar-crossed 
harbor, is a leal to be indeed wondered at. 

A recital of the wrecks along this por- 
tion ol the Coast in recent years would till 
a good sized volume. Experienced coasl 
mariners invariably keep seawards in these 
waters as the currents are dangerous, and 
for miles and miles along the coastline, in- 
numerable ugly reefs ami bars cause a 

ailing ground. i'Y Ihe very 

f leaving the wrecked Cleveland, 
the boats, according to tin' course they un- 
wittingly took, were in imminent danger 
of being crushed like egg-shells against 
some ragged rock or swamped in breakers 
created hy the concealed bars. 

A more' intimate knowledge of the shore- 
line would have saved the wave-bull'eted 
sailors hours of anxiety and suffering. 
Until Kafael I'oint was reached by the one 
boat and Hesquoit by the other, no fawn- 
able landing place' presented itself, i 1- 
though, as before stated, several were avail- 
able bad the crews but known it. The 
survivors were bill the playthings of the 
waves for a distance ol over fifty miles, 
along the perhaps roughest part of the 
northern Pacific coasl, and in the case of 
the crew which safely reached Hesquoit 
harbor, good luck more than management 
oust the little cocke'shell with its helpless 
load of humanity, into a place of refuge. 



It was originally contemplated to utilize 
the wrecker Whitelaw, which arrived a few- 
days ago from San Francisco, but interna- 
tional law, it appears, stands in the way of 
an American wrecker operating lo save a 
wreck entirely in British waters, and it 
will be impossible to engage the White- 
law unless permission is obtained from 
Ottawa direct— which permission is not 
likely to be granted. The latest adv 
from the wreck is that seven Indians and 
one while man have been arrested for loot- 
ing the stranded steamer, and will he given 
an immediate trial on board. The majc iri ty 
of the articles missing from the ivrettK have 
now been recovered, Ihe work of the police 
in this matter having been most thorough 
and expeditious. 
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THE OWNER ARRIVES. 

And Will Proceed to the Wreck at Once on 
the Steamer " Czar." 

Yesterday's direct steamer from San 
Francisco brought here Mr. T. Tyson, the 
actual owner ol the disabled vessel, accom- 
panied by Captain Metcalf, the surveyor fur 
Lloyds ill the Bay City. The mission of 
these gentlemen, as might reasonably be 
Imagined, is to see what can be done with 
the wreck, and great was their satisfaction 
on arriving to learn that those on the scene 
now anticipate little dilHculty in once more 
lloaling the ship. 

Diver Mcllarille is understood lo have re- 
ported that so far as Ins investigations 
have disclosed there is nothing to interfere 
with recovery of the ship by simply Idling 
with cement and pumping her out, it being 
possible to bring her thus lo port, where re- 
pairs may be made at convenience. 
Whether tiiis course will or will not be pur- 
sued v ill depend very much on bow things 
look to the two gentlemen from San Fran- 
cisco on their arrival at Shelter island'

BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 



Leonard Pusey Appointed to Fill 
the Position of city Streets 
Superintendent. 



The Mayor Refers Feelingly to the 
Death of Aid. Harrison— 
liradeu Will Site. 



There were 110 absentees at last night's 
meeting of the city council, when the most 
important business presenting itself was 
the appointment of a street superintend- 
ent, Mr. Leonard Pusey being chosen on a 
majority of one over Mr. John Haggarty. 

Mr. llraden wrote a strong letter denoun- 
cing the action of the council in not inves- 
tigating certain charges he had made 
against the health ollicer, and threatening 
suit if the matter was not immediately 
settled. 

After the minutes had been duly approv- 
ed, Mayor Kedfern announced that owing 
to the death of Aid. Harrison, a vacancy 
had been created in the council board ; he 
did not, however, think it would he neces- 
sary to 1.11 this at present as the annual 
elections were so close at band, lie paid 
u high tribute to the ability of the late al- 
derman, and stilted that his services had 
resulted in much good to the city govern- 
ment. 

A communication " as read from A. .1. 
Dullain, president of the S. P. C. A., relat- 
ing to the practice of lusooiug dugs, which 
the society claims is an exceedingly cruel 
one. The matter was referred to the Mayor 
and pound committee. 

Messrs. Crease & Crease, acting for 
Charles T. Dupont, put in a claim for dam- 
ages done a building on Kisgard street, 
wh ch they state had been torn down asun- 
sanitary without proper authority. The 
matter was referred to the city solicitor and 
sanitary ollicer. 

Mr. \V. H. liraden wrote stating lint as 
he understood the council refused to in- 
vestigate certain charges he hud mode 
against the health ollicer, he would have 
the matter ventilated in the courts. If the 
council still refused to grant tin investiga- 
tion they need not take any further notice 
of his claim for $75.(10, and he will sue for 
beine detained sixteen days from his busi- 
ness; also for goods destroyed by lire and 
fumigation. He would also claim damages 
for the detention of his nurse I01 sixteen 
days. Mr. Braden further says in h;a letter 
that his nurse was taken away 
from his children without his consent. 
" after an agreement with your health 
ollicer that he should stay with them, who 
had no intention of allowing him to re- 
main at any time, as his (the health officer's) 
conduct and lying has shown.'' Mr. Braden 
continues that notwithstanding the disease, 
his blankets were returned to him 
although he bad been tdld by Dr. Fraser 
that they should have been destroyed by 
lire. He concludes : 

I will without lurtber delay see this to 
end. as I will stand no more fooling." 
The letter was received and Hied. 

A communication was received recom- 
mending the son of the late Mr. Jewell for 
the vacancy of light trimmer caused by the 
hitter's death. While the Mayor and 
majority agreed that the appointment 
would lie a good one, it was decided to pro- 
ceed iu the matter on the usual lines. A 
h-tter from the superintendent of the 
Electric Light Co. recommending James 
( 'iimmings lor the vacancy w as also laid on 
the table. 

A petition signed by George Gilles- 
pie, manager of the Hank of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and others protesting 
against the proposed raising of Govern- 
ment stroet between Fort and 13 rough ton 
streets was presented. After considerable 
discussion the matter was referred to the 
Mayor and street commissioner. 

The city clerk of Vancouver wrote stat- 
ing that a leper l ad been sent to Darcy 
island and requested that the city would 
take (diarge of him at the island according 
to the usual arrangement between the two 
cities. The health ollicer will attend to 
the matter. 

Frank Armstrong asked for a further ex- 
tension of the Michigan street sewer The 
sewerage committee will deal with the 
matter 

The Mayor announced that he had made 
the usual" donation of $25 each to the fol- 
lowing institutions: St. Josepn Hospital, 
the Maternity Home, Rescue Home, Pro- 
testant Orphan Home, St Anil's Convent 
and the British Columbia Benevolent 
Society. 

The street committee recomnverded that 
A. K hlnrd be paid for work dune on the 
si reft, but ilid not flunk he was entitled to 
Slfo claimed as damages. The report was 

\\ hen the matter of the appointment of 
a street superintendent came up consider- 
able discussion anise as tn whether all the 
app'icanls should bo considered in the new 
ballot. City Solicitor Mason gave it as his 
opinion thai all the applicants should be 
considered in the 1 allot. Upon the mutter 
being put to a vote of the council it was 
deckled to give a Iresh ballot for a I the 
applicants. The result of the ballot gave 
Leonard Pusey live votes against four 
obtained bv Mr. Haggarty, anil the former 
was declared elected by the Mayor lo the 
position of street superintendent. 

The Mayor's resolution regarding the 
appointment of returning ollicers, etc., 
already, published, was adopted after con- 
siderable di"eiis«ion,

To the Editor of the Victoria Daily Times: 

Sin:— In your issue of December 15 you 
published a' communication purporting to 
have emanated in a newspaper called the 
"11. C. Mining Critic," insinuating im- 
proper conduct on the part of the Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works in rela- 
tion to the piece of land on Frederick Arm. 
There is no justification for the insinua- 
tion, there being no fact or circumstance in 
the case that could have been honestly con- 
strued to justify such a mistake. The facts 
are us follows: 

Kai ly in January, 1897, I purchased cer- 
tain mineral properties at a very consider- 
able sum, paying cash for the same, the 
parlies coming to Vancouver, where the 
settlement took place. While doing the 
prospecting and sampling work 011 these 
properties I discovered that Estro Basin— 
which was supposed to be the outlet for the 
ore therefrom— froze over in winter, ren- 
dering it useless for shipment of the ore, 
and also revealing the necessity for an out- 
let on salt water direct. On March the 5th 
of this year, I wrote the honorable Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works a letter, 
of which the following is 11 copy: 

"March 5, 1S07. 
"The Ilonora'ile G. It. Martin, Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works. 
"Snt: — I have purchased anil paid in 
cash, for two mining properties situate at 
about VA miles from the head of Frederick 
Arm. there is u very large lode on the 
property yielding smelting copper ore. I 
am ready to begin the developmental work. 
Provision must he made, in laying out the 
works, fur handling and shipping an ulti- 
mate output of 1,1 GO Cons per day, which 
cannot be done unless ample space is pro- 
vided on deep salt water on Frederick Arm, 
for wharfage, ore pockets, depot, stores, 
etc., for shipping that tonnage. 

" 1 wish to purchase ICQ acres of third 
class hind for that purpose, as colored pink 
011 the annexed plan. I observe that for 
six miles square the land is marked as re- 
served. If that reservation be so main- 
tained us to prevent the sale to me of the 
needful space, it will prevent rue from 
working the property. 

'■ Cannot this lO'O acres be exempted from 
this reservation ? I very much desire this 
sale to go through without delay, so that I 
may make the necessary arrangements and 
plans before 1 go to London on the busi- 
ness. Yours truly, 

John Cobblpick." 
To that letter I received a reply, of which 
the following is a copy: 
" 1315, '97. 

" Victoria, March 5, 1S97. 

" Sir,— I have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt ol your letter of even date, ask- 
ing if you can purchase IHO acres of hind at 
the head of 1' rekeriek arm. 

" In reply, 1 beg to say fbat the parcel of 
land you desire is — as 1 gainer from your 
letter you are aware— a portion of a govern- 
ment reserve which is not open to sale or 
settlement, consequently I regret that votir 
application cannot be entertained 1 nave 
the honor to be. sir, your obedient servant, 

"(i li." Martin, 
" Chief Commissioner Lands and Works." 

That began and ended all my correspond- 
ence with tin' Honorable Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works upon the busi- 
ness, and from that lime he had no dis- 
tinctive voice or directing power in (lie 
matter, as the following correspondence 
will show. 

So .11 after this lime parliament as- 
sembled, and the fact appeared to have be- 
come generally known that opposition ex- 
isted in the Lands and Work.. Depaitmenl 
to the placing at my company's services 
the land deemed by them to he necessary 
for the development and working of their 
property. I was advised by various per- 
sons to again apply to the Lands and Works 
Department. This was done in a letter, of 
which the lollowing is a copy: 

" Victoria, April 2, 189". 
" 77) <• llano rahlc the Minister of La mis ami 
Works, Victoria: 
"DkarSih: 1 have I he honor to apply, 
under section .",7 of the Consolidated Land 
Act, Chap. 1; 1 ( 18S8), for one quarter section 
of land situated on the shore line at the 
northwest head 'if Frederick Arm— more 
particularly shown on the annexed plan, 
and colored pink thereon, This land is re- 
quired for 11 se in erecting 1 ire bins, shipping 
wharves concentrating plant, anil oilier 
needful structures and works, for operating 
the mines and marketing the output there- 
from, 

" In so far as it applies to this particular 
area of one quarter section, 1 respectfully 
ask that the government reserve be can- 
celled on the following grounds, viz.: 
Mineral locations and some of apparent 
great value -have been made at it distance 
inland Irom this point. 1 have purchased 
for cash- and completed the purchase— cer- 
tain of these locations. I have also ex- 
pended a large sum upon and for testing 
the property, which together with the pur- 
chase money amounts to a very considcr-

able sum. It is not possible to work these 
properties and advantageously market the ! 
produce without adequate shipping ac- 1 
conimodations, and this is the best and 
most suitable spot for that purpose. 

" It will be increasedly dillicult to attract 
capital to open, equip ahd work these mines 
on a comprehensive scale if waterside 
ground of small extent only be held with 
the minerals ; because the formation and 
ore body being large, the daily output from 
the mine must be great also in order to 
work with otllcient economy. 

" I have the honor therefore to submit for 
the consideration of the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor-in-council the desirability of cancel- 
ling the reserve upon this particular quar- 
ter section, in order to permit the develop- 
ment of these purchased mines to proceed, 
thereby increasing the evidence of the 
value and extent of the mineral resources 
of the country, and augmenting the value 
of the adjacent public lands. 

" I should be obliged if you would bring 
this matter before his Honor the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor-in-councll, at the earliest 
possible date. Any further evidence as to 
the necessity for cancelling the reserve I 
should be happy to produce if required. 1 
have the honor to be, sir, your obedient 
servant, 

John Cobeldick." 
At the time that the letter of April the 
2nd was written a very strong feeling had 
arisen on both sides of the house, and also 
among commercial anil business men in 
Victoria city, that a wrong was being done 
by the lands and works department in not 
liberating this reserved land for the pur- 
poses then well known to 11 great number 
of persons. Amongst other persons who 
interested themselves in the matter were 
persons prominently associated with the 
liritish Pacific Railway Company's charter. 
This brought about a meeting between the 
engineer of that company and myself, to 
see how my plans could be made to work 
without interference with the original sur- 
vey plans for that railway. This being pro- 
vided for, the parties connected with that 
enterprise expressed their concurrence in 
the sale to me, and accordingly, in due 
course, a notice appeared iu the British 
Cob mhia Gazette, dated the 7th day of 
April, 1897, upon the mutter, 

In conclusion, let me say, that this busi- 
ness was not done in a hole or corner; that 
there was nothing improper; nothing was 
due to the lavor or friendship of any mem- 
ber of the executive council ; all that was 
done, was done upon the concurrent 
opinion expressed by a great number of 
persons, that it was necessary, for the de- 
velopment of these mineral propel ties, to 
comply with my request. Wnat little the 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works 
did in the matter was (in mv opinion) done 
under the pressure of suc.11 public senti- 
ment, as be v as not able to safely ignore. 

The other observations relating to " resi- 
dence at Kaniloops," " favoritism" and 
matters of that sort, I do not understand, 
or take the trouble to reply to. I am a 
stranger in the province representing peo- 
ple Whose intention is to establish indust- 
ries, for the investment of Euglish capital. 
What I do, I do with a view to that end 
only, and must be allowed to know what 
territorial adjuncts are needful to give said 
industries a fair chance of success, and not 
this particular property alone, for it is in- 
tended that the dock and wharves pro- 
posed to be erected on the ground in ques- 
tion, shall accommodate the whole of the 
output or ore from that district. This very 
promising property cannot be operated 
without complete dock frontage to salt 
water. If this land could not have been 
had then that mineral propcity could not 
be developed. John Cobeldick.
